If war invalids arc sent to the 


Naval Hospital here, as is now ap- 
parently the plan, there should bo 
plenty 
of. activity for that 
largo 


institution in spite of tho curtailment 
of other naval activities here. 
Tho 


Hospital, when filled to ils capacity 
gives employment to many nurses as 
well as other attendants and em- 
ployes, and duriiig the War there was 
a large force on duty there, so that 
extra 
accommodations bad 
to be 


sought for thomMn the c\ty. As there 
has long been unfavorable comment 
on the care of the disabled wnr vete- 
rans of the country, this institution 
should be welcomed ns giving oppor- 
tunity to care for n large number of 
them. It is favorably located and is 
modern in every respect. 


The activities of the Training Sta- 


tion have about reached the lowest 
ebb, and this week n number of the 
oloVa'ttnches of that Station have been 
transferred 
to 'the battleship fleet 


which has been In the harbor. 
The 


headquarters for the small number 
of men required to look after the de- 
serted buildings at the Station will 
bo on the Constellation, and the great 
barracks will be closed. The Naval 
War College and the Public Works 
department, which are entirely sepa- 
rate from the Training Station, will 
not be particularly affected. 


The employes of the Torpedo Stn-- 


lion continue to feel very uneasy 
about 
their jobs, but there have 


teen no new developments at that 
Station recently. 


Some people ore saying that the 


reason for diverting so much naval 
activity from Newport to Norfolk and 
Alexandria, Virginia, is for the pur- 
pose of building up a strong Repub- 
lican organization In that Democrat- 
ic State, in the hope of breaking the 
"Solid South." This move will not be 
very popular in Rhode Island. 


OCEAN HOUSE UUHNKI) 


Another Ocean House has gone the 


way of its predecessors, although tho 
latest victim of the flames vras hardly 
to be compared with former hostcl- 
rlea that have borne the name. Nei- 
ther was tho hotel In Newport, but 
just across tho line at the Beach, in 
the town of MiddU-town. While noth- 
ing definite is known of the inten- 
tions of tho owner, it is. doubtful if 
tho building will ever be rebuilt, as 
it is understood that it has not been 
a very profitable s'enlurc, at any 
rale in recent years. There is noth- 
ing- left of tho old, house but some, 
charred- fragments in the cellar, BO 
that nothing can be salvaged as the 
beginning of n new structure. 


It was about 8.30 Tuesday evening, 


that box -132 on Easton'a Beach was 
sounded, followed immediately by an 
alarm from box 431, located further 
up the road. The first box was pulled 
by n tax driver who had seen the 
flames on his return from St. George's 
School, and tho other box was pulled 
by a person who had seen the fire 
from a' distance. 
The, sounding of 


tho two boxes, accompanied by tho 
brilliant glow- in tho sky, brought 
nn immense crowd of people to Bath 
Road hill to enjoy ono of tho most 
spectacular Illuminations that have 
been seen around Newport for many 
years. 
Some of tho aulos stopped 


on the'hillside at the west of the 
Beach and pond, where they could 
enjoy as good a view of the fire as 
those who were nearer, but many 
autos persisted in dashing down into 
the heart of things where they suc- 
ceeded in getting traffic into such a 
tangle that it took a large detail of 
police a considerable time to straight- 
en out. But the view of the fire 
was magnificent, the hills on both 
sides'of the pond being illuminated, 
nnd the glow being distinctly notice- 
able way down on to Thames street.

the road, were watched carefully but 
they were in little danger as the 
wind did not carry the sparks in' 
that direction. The Cappucilli build- 
Ing also stands near by, but the di- 
rection of the wind was a protection 
to that structure as well. 


The fire continued until the whole 


building was consumed, falling sec- 
tions of thu structure occasionally 
sending up vast streams of flames^ 
The firemen remained on the job for 
nearly all night, and

His real name Is unknown, some 
saying It was Joseph Mllincr, nnd oth- 
er* asserting It was Hawkins. What- 
ever It may have been made little dif- 
ference In his fame, for his title ot 
California Joe was known from Can- 
ada to Mexico, and from the Missouri 
river to the Pacific coast. -One of.the 
traits of this quaint old scout was bis 
fondness for a practical Joke, and 
many a long day's march In the Indian 
campaigns was made lighter for tna 
olilcers he served by one of his pranks; 
- One time during the Sloui war of 
1870, while ha was scouting for Col 
Anson Mills, he discovered, an'Old 
grave-along tho trull. Joo stopped, 
took off hla hat aud bowed his head 
reverently. The soldlera Immediately 
did the same and asked him tho rea- 
son for his act. 


"This hero" Is the. grave of poor 


Auios Hillings," said Joe. "Ho was 
with me back In 183d when we dug 
gold In the Black Hills.

Black Hills and was kilted 
there by an unknown assassin Decem- 
ber B, 1870.

killed," once declared Gen. Frank 
Crook, and when Oils great Indian 
fighter set such a high value on the 
services of a scout It mcaut that 
Frank Gruard was without a peer. 
Gruard was born In Tahiti in 1S50, 
the son of an' American trader nnil a 
native woman. 
His father returned 


to this country when Frank was but 
two years old and nt the age of fif- 
teen Frank rau away from homo and 
went to Montana. 


Gruard became a mall carrier, a 


dangerous job In a country full of hos- 
tile Sioux. They captured him finally 
nnd were preparing to kill him when 
a young brave pleaded'for Ms life- 
Calling their attention to Frank's 
swarthy complexion he declared that 
the mall carrier must 'be an Indian 
who had been captured by the whites. 


This Indian wns the renowned Sit- 


ting Bull. For 19 months Gruard was 
guarded closely and, realizing the use- 
lessness of attempting to escm>e, he 
learned the Sioux tongue and entered 
Into the Indian life as one of them. 
He lived with the Indians six-years 
before he finally escaped. 


One day Gniard wns scouting for 


an officer who attempted to'guide his 
command by use of the compass. They 
became, lost In a blinding snow storm. 
Frank borrowed the officer's compass, 
smashed It against a rock, and then, 
taking the lead, ho guided the soldiers 
straight to the place they wished to 
go.Graard's greatest exploit was his 
part In the "Slbley Scout" hi 1876. 
Lieut. S. W. Sibley was sent out on a 
scout to find the Indians. He found 
them, and In a short time his little 
command was surrounded 
by. hun- 


dicds of Sioux and Cheyennes. After

Holiday. 


The Javanese New Ycnr starts the 


first week In June. The natives take 
about a month to prepare for It, nnd 
all workers absent themselves from 
their regular employment until their 
feast days are over. It Is a time when 
they buy their new clothes (sarongs). 
These are gayly colored cloths, two 
yards wide and about n yard or ynrd 
and a half long, that both men and 
women fix around their waist, cover- 
Ing them to the ankles.

white or colored jackets. To get the 
new clothes, the servants usually flslr 
for a loan from their employers which 
takes month's to pay hack. Then they 
decorate their kampon, or district, 
with gayly colored paper and lights, 
there usually being made of. oil -In lit- 
tle cans fiYed on tbe railings made of 
bamboo sticks.

mately 160 tons.' The bags weru 
weighed when put In, and samples of 
the silage analyzed. When the bags 
were reached In feeding out the silo, 
the contents were again weighed and 
analyzed. 


The two years' work furnished evi- 


dence of a downwash of the Juice In 
the silo carrying with It soluble fowl 
materials, so that the silage In-the 
lower part of tlie _sllo may gain In 
food material at the expense of the 
upper part. There was an average loss 
for all the bags of nearly 10 per cenr 
ot (he dry matter, which apparently 
Is due largely to the fermentation of 
the carbohydrates nnd to-the carry- 
ing away of soluble material by tha 
Juice, The sugars almost entirely dis- 
appeared. There was a considerable 
loss of crude fiber and of the fnrfurol 
yielding bodies. There was a loss In 
total nitrogen, which was larger when 
the corn put Into the silo was Im 
mature than when mature corn was 
used. It is probable that this loss Is 
due largely, If not entirely, to the 
nitrogenous compounds in the Juice. 
The albuminoid nitrogen suffered a 
loss of over 50 per-ceiit, while the 
"non-albuminoifl forms Increased sev- 
era'l times their original weight. 


Big Escape of Juice. 


There was a gain of ether extract, 


probably due to the formation of new 
ether-soluble bodies. The second sea- 
son nearly 10.000 pounds of Juice es- 
caped from the silo. This juice car-

PUREBREDS BEST PRODUCERS 


Enormous Differences Among "Dairy 


Cows Have Been Brought Out 


In Number of Cases. 


'The value of purebred stock, say 
specialists In the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, Is most no- 
ticeable In those cases In which the 
capability of the animals Is measured 
most directly.

the best Illustration can be found In 
dairy cattle, though careful

tests of milk and butterfat production 
are relatively recent affairs. The enor- 
mous differences among dairy cows 
when given the same opportunity have 
been brought ont clearly In a great 
number of cases, and these differences 
are strongly Inherited through both 
the sire and the dam. 
Tbe average 


production for pnrebreds and grades Is 
much above tbe average of all mtlk 
cows, which is abont 4.000 pounds of 
milk and 1GO pounds of butterfat an- 
nually.

Burying Is not 
entirely satisfactory, because unless 
the grave Is dug deep the carcass may 
be scratched up by dogs or other ani- 
mals. Furthermore, In the winter the 
ground moy be frozen. Therefore*, spe- 
cialists declare, Ihc best way to dls. 
nose of dead poultry Is to burn the 
boJIes.
